Thank you for your telephone call this morning to Ronald C. Fedus, I{,sq., Applicants' attorney of 
record. 

In response to your request, we are enclosing a set of the pending and submitted claims for this 
appLicanon. Included in the enclosed set are claims 283-362, 364-380, 382-398, 400-404, 406-439 
and 441-547. 

Of these claims, claims 283-362, 364-380, 382-398, 400-404, 406-439 and 441-505 arc pending and 
subject to the interference. See P TO Communications dated March 14, 2000, March 26, 2001 and 
March 19, 2002. 

Claims 532-547 are also subject to the interference, but we have not yet received notice from the 
Patent Office that these claims have been entered. Claims 532 547 were submitted in Applicants' 
July 23, 2003 Amendment that was filed concurrently with theb Third Request For An Interference. 
Claims 532 545 depend variously from pending claims 283- 362, 364-380, 382-398, 400-404, 406-439 
and 441-505. Claim 546 is independent and claim 547 depends from claim 546. 
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Please note that claims 506-531 were submitted in Applicants' January 19, 2000 Supplemental 
Amendment, but they were not entered by Examiner Marschel (see April 12, 2000 PTO 
Communication). Their non-entered status is indicated in the parentheses following the numbers 
for claims 506-531. 

Finally, in assembling the enclosed set of claims, we noticed that twelve of the dependent claims 
depend from claims that are now canceled. These errors could easily be handled by I Examiner's 
amendment (or alternatively, we could handle it at Examiner Marschel's request) as follows: 

-Change the dependency in each of claims 366, 370, 374, 375 and 379 to depend from claim 443 
(not canceled claim 363). 

-Change the dependency in each of claims 384, 388, 392, 393 and 397 to depend from claim 444 
(not canceled claim 381). 

-Change the dependency in claim 402 to depend from claim 445 (not canceled claim 399). 
-Change the dependency in claim 408 to depend from claim 446 (not canceled claim 405).
